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HISTORY IN- CATTLE 
BRANDS 


awitvinance, not unmixed with 
tragedy, might be written about 
the cattle brands of Texas and 
the South-west. Around them 
have centred many thrilling 
accds, They have been the 
ricens of bringing swift retribu- 
tion to a host of outlaws; they 
have served as the basis for 
transactions involving the sale 
of untold millions of head of 
cattle. 

The records of the Texas 
Cattle Raisers’ Association show 
that there are more than 8,000 
registered brands in this State, 
says an Austin correspondent of 
the Los Angeles “Times.” No 
two brands are alike. Usually 
each brand hepresents a separ- 
ate ranch. It is often the cas: 
known by the brand of its cattle 
than by the name of the owner.

When Herman-do 
Coricz conquered Mexico, in th 
cary part of the sixteenth cen 
tary, he established a ranch up- 
on the Isthmus of Tehuantepec.

The origin of the cattle brand 
detes back to the dim dawn of 
history. In the days of fre 
gvoss ond open range the brane 
was an absolute necessity in 

icy thet the owners might 

lontify their cattle in the annu 
al round-ups. With the coming 
of \.ire fences this necessity wa: 
larcely obviated, 
served still to place guilt upon 
cattle thieves. This purpose is 
still served and this fact ac 
counts largely for the retention 
of the brands by all of the ranch- 
men. 

Ingenious methods are some 
times used by cattle thieves to 
change existing brands upon 
stolen stock. Most of the inem- 
bers of the Texas Ranger force 
pre experts in the matter of do- 
teeting the disguising or chang 
ing of brands. 

The cattle brands of some 
ranches are an intangible asset 
of ereat value. These brands 
have come 
i,,bveeding, honesty in weight 
rnd honesty in dealing, just as 
the heraldry of knighthood 
stood for honor, for bravery and 
for noble deeds and accomplish- 
ment. The announcement that 
cattle of a certain brand are of- 
fered for sale is often sufficient 
guarantee so that no precautions 
against fraud of any kind are 
taken. 

In the record of brands every 
Ictter of the alphabet is repre- 
sented, and most letters are 
found in three or four positions. 
On exception is “0,” which has 
but one shape, in any position, 
and therefore can be used only 
once, True there is the “O” 
flattened at the sides, but it is 
ealed a mashed “O,” a link or 
goose egg. 

“N” is another letter that is 
not susceptible of many posi- 
tions, for*horizontally it is a “7” 
“1 is another letter with a limit- 
ed usc. It is seldom seen except 
in combination with other char- 
neters and is usually called a 
har,
